The Michigan Department of Con­ 
servation realized the opportunity 
to make use* of 
these 
surplus 
animals to attempt 
to establish 
a moose herd in the Upper Pen­ 
insula and at the s a m e tim© al­ 
leviate island conditions. 
“ Eleven moose were live-trap- 
ped and shipped in the 
winter 
and spring of 193 4-35 as an ex­ 
periment. Last winter and 
this 
spring 
more were 
live-trapped 
and shipped 
from 
the 
island. 
Three release= of these animals 
have been made, one on the E s ­ 
canaba river tract 
sixty 
miles 
north of here, one in the Casino 
gam e refuge near Munising, and 
the other at Keweenaw Point.

They 
encourage

belief that if the people of
